STARTING with the informa- 
tion that automobile production 
for the first nine months this 
year is 43 per cent better than 
the same period in 1932, Ken 
Moore declared that all forms of 
iransportuiion are benefited by 
this greater volume of automobile 
business. To prove his point, he 
took the railroads for his ex- 
ample. 

“The total shipping of automo- 
tive freight, which includes auto- 
mobiles, trucks, parts, tires, ma- 
terials that go into the manufac- 
ture of these articles, together 
with highway building activities, 
gasoline and oils, put freight on 
the railroads in 1932 to the extent 
of over 34 per cent of all manu- 
factured articles shipped by rail,” 
declared this traffic expert. 

Gasoline for automobile use is 
by far the greatest moving com- 
modity, amounting last year to 
one million and a quarter car- 
loads—more than three times as 
much as all the iron and steel 
shipping.

DUNCAN MOORE wanted to 
know if there was a decrease in 
automotive freight during the de- 
pression period and Ken Moore 
replied: “On the contrary, it has 
grown larger. The proportion of 
automotive carloads has increased 
from 23 per cent in 1929 to 34 per 
cent in 1932, showing that our 
industry has been more of a sup- 
porting factor to the railroads 
during the lean years than have 
other industries. 

And then “Dunc” wanted to 
know what the movement of auto- 
mobiles means to the railroads in 
Detroit, and Ken made the con- 
ductor gasp with his reply, “In 
1932, the railroads hauled 200,000 
loaded cars from Detroit, more 
than one-third of which contained 
automobiles and parts. For the 
first nine months of this year the 
percentage has increased 41 per 
cent.”

Parts Suppliers 
Reports Indicate 
Marked Gains

Detroit, Nov. 14.—Reports from 
suppliers of automotive parts 
which will go into the manufac- 
| turing of 1934 automobiles indi- 
cate an increase in production

During this 
October the total number of pas- 
senger and commercial vehicles 
sold by Chrysler Motors amounted 
to 34,170, as compared with 3,268 
during last October. These fig- 
ures include Plymouth, Dodge, 
DeSoto and Chrysler passenger 
cars, Dodge trucks and taxicabs, 
and Fargo motor coaches. 

Sales to distributors and deal- 
ers during the first ten months of 
this year were 2 1/3 times what 
they were during the first ten 
months last year. The total num- 
ber of passenger and commercial 
cars sold this year amounted to 
420,766 units, as compared with 
177,671 units in the corresponding 
period of 1922. 
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What's for Next Year? 


HILE car manufacturers are 

rightly reticent about making 
any predictions for publication 
in regard to next year, parts sup- 
pliers are more willing to report | 
on a more concrete activity than 
predictions. According to this 
latter group the car maker’s com- 
mitments for the early part of 
1934 would indicate a definite in- 
crease in production for the first 
quarter, at least, of 25 per cent 
over the same period of 1932. 


Motor Wheel Corp., for instance, 
reports that it has orders on hand 
for more than 1,750,000 wheels. 
Other makers report similar de- 
mands for products to be used in 
1934 cars. 

Sales during the last half of the 
present year afford sound reason 
for this optimism on the part of 
car manufacturers. During the 
first half of this year passenger 
ear sales exceeded the same 
period of 1932 by a margin of 2.5 
per cent. In the second half, 
oddly enough, sales are likely to 
exceed the first half of this year 
by 20 per cent. This trend is the 
reverse of the normal sales year 
and would indicate that buyers 
now are raring to buy. Whether 
many of these late Fall sales 
have been induced by price con- 
siderations on the part of the 
buyers remains to be seen. A 25 
per cent uplift in the first quarter 
above the first quarter of this 
year would seem modest.

Commodity Prices Rise 


FFORTS of the Administration 
in Washington to raise prices 
largely through deflating the value 
of the American dollar are bear- 
ing fruit. Commodity prices yes- | 
terday showed a gain of one point 
over the close of the previous day 
and were five points above the 
mark of a month ago. This index 
is based on the prices at 100 as of 
Dec. 31, 1931. On the same index, | 
of course, prices are still well be- 
low the average of 1926. 
Commodity prices in business 
may be compared with the pulse 
in the human body. If the pulse 
is low the patient is low. To the 
economist, falling commodity 
prices carry the same warning 
that a falling human pulse would 
carry to the medico. It must 
therefore be encouraging to Dr. 
Roosevelt to find his patient’s

prices can payrolls and dividends 
be increased. We are suffering 
not so much from a shortage of | 
money as from a stagnation of | - 
money.
